According to one previo.s report, it was assumed that the field is used 
as A commercial and military field. A military pilot school was algo 
believed to be there. This a: sumption seems to be supported by the 
present report. It is now assumed that tne school is a fighter pilot 
school for retraining with jet aircrart. Singie-engine conventionai 
fighters (probably A LA-design} and two types of get fighters were sta- 
tioned at the field. The two jet designs are believed to be the well- 
known MIG-9 and YAK~17. The alleged "control devices" fitted al tne wing 
tips mentivned in para 3b are believed to be Wing tip tanks.
